BS the Kings Maieſties Proclamation giuen at 3#*ſor tlic fixt diy of Auguit in therwentith yeare of his HighnelTſe moſt happie 
Reigne ouer vs of this his Realme ot England, hereunto annezed,1s a great hindrance and grieuance to your Petitioners z tor re- 
licfe whereof your Petitioners about February laſt was rwelue monerhs, £14 molt 'tumbly peririon che Kings mott excellent Maje- 
tie, who thereupon was gracioully pleaſed co reter your Petitioners faid grieuance to the conlideration of che Lords ot his H:ighnes 
mott honorable Priuie Councell, vnto whom your Petitioners repairing with his Mateſties 121d gracious reterence,, their Honours 
being bulied with more important atfaires, had no leiſure ro conlider thereot, and to d1d nothing therein. 

Wherefore your humble Petitioners being (till moleſted and troubled by vertue of the {aid Proclamation if they g0 
with their ſaid Waggons, doc moſt humbly pray and beſeech this honorable Atlembly ro receiue this their Perrcion into con- 
ſideration, and to reade their grieuances and allegations hereatrer tollowing, importing borh aneceitiie ang conuenencie that 
Waggons with toure wheeles thould rather be in vie then'Carts wich ewo wheeles; And robe a mcanes that the {214 Proclz- 
mation may be called in, and they at hibertie to vie their Waggons with toure wheeles as 1n tormer tunes, not carr;inz aboue 
ewentic hundred weight the [ix moneths un the Winter ſeaton; And they ſhall dayly pray, &c. Su, 
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Thee Allegations, 


1. Firſt, a Waggon or Dru having foure wheecles will ſeldome or neuer ouerthrow (whatſoeuer his loading be) becatie wh 
one of the wheeles dorhi riſe, the other doth incontinently pull lum downe againe , and by that meancs the paiſe:rgers ard 900d 
that arc therein,and allo the Driuecr,are 1 fatette, 

Where on the contrary, a Cart with two wheeles will very oiten (inevitably) ouerthrow, and in oucr:hro! ing indanzer the 
a liucsot the Patlengers, if any be cherein, and ſpoile, hurt and toyle the goods,to the lotle of the owners marker. : 

2. A waggon by reaſon ot ſuch his ſecure craucl}, doch make more ſpeed on the way then a Carr, and is ſooner ar his tourney end, 

and theretore {cldome or neuer much benighced, 
\Where on the contrary a Cart (for tearc of being ouerchrowne) cannot make ſuch ſpeed, and fo is inforced to trauell l:te in the 
night to accompliſh his accuſtomed 1ourneys, to the exceeding toyle and danger of the Carter, 

3. By the convoy of waggons, many Patlengers, both men, women and children, aged, lame and impotent perſons are carried to 
and fro,trom place to place, as their occalions driues them, drie and (ate, and that tor a (mall charge, which ocher:vifſe could not r:de 
on horlebacke, ortraucll on toote, to the great cate and benefir of many ot che Kings tubiects, and profic co your Petitioners the 
\Waggoners. | | | 

\Where on the contrary, not any can be ſo convoyed in Carts, without great perill and danger of their lives, bv re:fon of ones 
throwing, whereot there hath been lamentable examples of certaine perlons killed neare /ngerſ/one,to the gricte o the inviet, 
and lotle rothe Waggoner, | 

4. A waggon may be guided by a ſlight and engine downe any ſteepe hill. 

Where on the contrary a Cart cannor, and therefore 15 not fit for trauell in all places. 

5. If a waggon beſet fait in a nure-pit, the fame 15 with letle ſtrengch drawne torch with the motion ot toure wheeles, then a Cart 
can be with two wheeles. 

6. A waggon with foure wheeles hauing a loade of thirtie hundred weight laid ypon the ſame, w1i!l make a letler cut or unprefiion 
in the ground then a Cart with evo wheeles, hauing bur ewentie hundred werght ; and the reaſon is, becauſe the chute hundred 
weight lying vpon the foure wheeles,viz. ſeuen hundred and a halte ypon a wheele, and che Carts wo wheeles bearing cen hundred 
vpon a wheele, the weight of ten hundred vpon a wheele doch cur. and linke deeper um the ground then teven huneres and a 
halte. 

7. A Cart will be driven andturncd aſide cucry way, and fo ſcarcl: out and run ouer the whole compatlle of the wayes, and often 
times 1n turning ſhorr,doth make ſuch a {lough or cut m the ground, that a loade of ſtones will icarce fill vp the ſame pi igaime, 

\Where on the contraty, a Waggon cannot turne out ot che way, but go ſtraight oucright, 

$. It isa hinderanceto the Waggoner,and almoſt a double charge to the Merchant or tradeſ-men vling cariage, that the Waggoner 
is reſtrained and limited by theſaig Proclamation, that he may nor carrie no greater loades in the Summer cxme, when the wayes are 
impreſſible,then in che Winter ſeMon, when they are almoſt impaſſible, | 

9. For that ſince the cellation of Waggons with foure wheeles,and recourſe of Carts onely with two wheeles, experience ([hewes ic 
to be true, that the roade wayes are neuer a 10t bettered or preſerucd, but rather worſer and unpaired : cheretore and tor the reaſons a- 
toreſaid, your Petitioners do humbly pray as they haue prayed. 

Laitly, the caulc of the toulnetTeand badnetle ofthe high wayes,is not cauſed chrough the recourſe of Carts and Waggons, with- 
out which the Conamon wealth cannor be, buc torlacks of duc amending and repairing inche moſt ncedtull places un runes con- 
ucnicnt, 
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
